Music fans have a chance to celebrate 
when blues legend B.B. King headlines the 
43rd Annual Medgar Evers Homecoming at 
East Central Community College on Saturday, 
June 3, King, a native of India nola, will dose 
the 6:00 show at Huff Auditorium* Opening 
Acts Reggie R, Dorothy Moore, Sterling 
Williams, and Nellie Travis will precede 
King's performance. 

The show is part of a series of statewide 
events honoring Evers, the slain civil rights 
leader who was bdrn in Decatur.

On June 12, 1963, Evers was shot in the 
back in the the driveway of his Jackson 
home.

murder; both trials resulted in hung 
uries.
